thought it was wise to defer all action 
as far as ordering a strike was con- 
cerned until two weeks from today. 


Wh«n the annoxmcement was mad€ 


that the council had called the shrike off 
for two weeks, the manufacturers 
seemed indifferent. They said it was 
the only thing the operatives could do 
under the circumstances and they 
thought it would have been much bettei 
had the leaders come out and declared 
'the strike off altogether Instead of put- 
ting In the two weeks clause. They 
pointed out that in the next two weeks 
the situation will be in a very unsettled 
'condition, all kinds of business will be 
poor on account of the uncertainty, and 
Unseen complications may ensue.

Speaking of 
the conditions in the Philippines he 
said: 


'Feace has been practically restored 


There is still a little insurrection in 
Samar, but aside from that, everything 
is fairly quiet. I do not believe, how- 
ever, that the retention of the islands 
will be profitable, as the government 
will have to expend a great deal of 
money on them, even in times of peace. 
It costs now between §60,000,000 and 
$75,000.000 a year to keep the soldiers 
there, and even if the number is re- 
ilucedto 30,000 the expense will still be 
greater than the profits from the islands 
will warrant. The" islands are unques- 
tionably rich, but their benefit to the 
United States will not materialize until 
a generation or two shall have passed 
and the need for an army in the island 
shall have gone."

Spain though protesting against the con- 
ditions prevalent in Cuba." 


He tben comments upon our unpre- 


paredness for war at that time and the 
splendid spectacle of the country's re- 
sponse to the government's ultimatum 
upon Spain. He then leads the reader 
through hurried preparations for war. 
The account of the march on Santiago 
is graphically pictured and prepares one 
for the fight at Caney and Shn Juan.

1 Above All Otbcre-Father tors His 


Son Ought,.to Hang- For Bis Deed. 
Talk With Bis Stepmother. 
The home of Leon Czolgosz, tbe as- 


sassin who shot President McKinley, 
in Cleveland and its environments were 
of just the right sort to encourage in 
his rather weak nature the Ideas which 
led to the dreadful culmination in Buf- 
falo. 


Tlie home Is a bumble one at 306 


Fleet street, in the center of the poor- 
est section of the Polish colony, and in 
almost every house in the immediate 
neighborhood the red flag of anarchy 
Is tbe onlf flag that is respected. 


Standing within a stone's throw of 


tbe Czolgosz home is White Eagle ball, 
the headquarters of tbe most violent 
group of anarchists in the United 
States and where murder for several 
years has been secretly and openly ad- 
vocated as tbe only remedy for social 
conditions which prevent true liberty 
as such liberty is defined by-the an- 
archist 


The streets, houses, saloons and little 


halls near by reek with the blackest 
sentiments and darkest deeds, and no 
one in the anarchistic group was filled 
with a more bitter hatred of existing 
things, rulers and governments and no 
one has uttered more violent senti- 
ments against capitalists and tbe rulers 
of nations among these vicious vipers 
tban Leon Czolgosz, the assassin, says 
tbe New York Journal. Two years ago 
'Paul Czolgcfz, tbe father of Leon fczol- 
gosz, was the proprietor of the White 
Eagle ball. He had run tbe place for 
several years. 


The ball is now dirty and bare, and 


the place is not kept as it was when 
Leon Czolgosz acted as janitor and 
looked after the place that he cared 
{or more than anything, else on earth. 


It is related that Leon slept very of- 


ten in the hall where the tales of blood, 
venom and 1-atred of tbe human race 
ran from black lips and still blacker 
hearts, so that he might be near to the 
spring of vicious sentiments. 


In this place Leon Czolgosz listened 


to the pleas in-favor of assassination 
from Emma Goldman, and from the 
day that she first appeared In White 
Eagle hall Leoa Czolgosz accepted her 
as the leader of anarqky. and placed her 
teachings above all others. A»>out two 
years ago Paul Caolgosz gave up the 
saloon and went to live upon a small 
farm near Cleveland with several 
members of bis family. 
, Leon did not take to work on the 
farm any more than he did to work in 
the city. He sought solitude and seem-- 
'ed to be always ill at ease when in the 
ipresence of others and particularly 


I when strangers were around. He spent 
imost of his time alone'In tbe heavy 
,woodlandf studying the pamphlets and 
literature circulated by Emma Gold- 
'man and other anarchists. 
He was 


'naturally a coward and afraid of his 
shadow. 


He would not fight or defend him- 


self, and the only time that he would 
show any sign of the real temper which 
led him to Buffalo on bis horrible mis- 
eion was when his pet ideas of social 
relations were attacked. During bis 
stay in tbe country, as be studied the 
doctrines of anarchy in solitude, be be- 
came more morose and wore upon hia 
face the expression of an animal at 
toay. 


Paul Czolgosz has a large family of 


children. He is living: with his second 
wife. Paul Czolgosz, the father of the 
assassin, seamed to be deeply impress- 
ed by the enormity of the crime. He 
jsaid: "I cannot believe tbat my son 
JLeou did this terrible act. although it 
must be erne- There csauot be any ex- 
cuse for such a crime, and, although he 
is my son, he ought to be hanged. 


"I do j.3t believe tbat he did this 


thing f.f nis own accord. He could not 
originate such a crime. He must have 


was th* biggest coward I eVw 
Everybody knew tvit be did not 
any spirit or eccssse. He'would run 
away from hte*wa shadow. He-would 
uot fight like oilier boys, and If a boy 
should threaten Mia be would run 
away. He was alr.'ays bashful when 
any one was around, and I don't see 
bow be could have gone into Mich ft 
big crowd. 


"Leon never complained about the 


government or anything. He was not 
discontented and seemed to be satis- 
fied. He often said that he was not 
big and strong enough to work like oth- 
er boys. He knev.r his brothers and la- 
ther would take card of him. He liked 
this country. He never showed jiny 111 
will against the rick «r the president. 
I cannot understand taw he ever came 
to be an anarchist. He always thought 
his brother Michael was a great man 
because be v<ds a soldier, fighting for 
his country- It is so strange that Leon 
could have ciutaged so quickly and be- 
come so bad that be would try to kill 
the president." 


LUDLOW IN CUBA. 


How tbe Well Known Soldier Be- 


cuaie a General. 


The late General Ludlow In social 


circles was a modest and unassuming 
gentleman, but in affairs pertaining to 
the army was energetic and aggressive 
as a soldier should be. In this respect 
he differed very inijeh from the late 
General Charles G. Bartlett, who was a 
victim of the Nortlifield ferryboat dis- 
aster. Bartlett had such a kindly dis- 
position that his friends used to say 
they did not see bow he ever became a 
general. They thought when he came 
in front of the enemy he would be like- 
ly to say, "Boys, let's have a good din- 
ner and talk this over instead of fight- 
Ing about it." 


Ludlow was an engineer and went 


down to Cuba to be assigned to duty 
by General Shafter) After tbe army 
landed be discovered that It was going 
to be a question of fighting, and hia 
services as an engineer were not likely 
to be needed, so he asked General 
Shafter to assign him to a brigade in 
the line. "Why," said Shafter, "I 
thought you were an engineer!" "So I 
am, general," replied Ludlow, "but I 
am also a cavalryman, an artillerist 
and an infantryman, as every well 
trained soldier is." 
"Well, what do 


you want?" said Shafter. "I would 
like to be assigned to a brigade," Lud- 
low replied. "Very well. Come around 
to see me tomorrow morning," said 
Shaffer and turned away. The next 
morning Ludlow appeared promptly at 
Shaffer's headquarters and asked if 
that assignment tad been arranged. 
Meanwhile Ludlow had been around 
the camps and found tbat in one of tbe 
brigades cf Lawton's division the death 
of one officer might result in the bri- 
gade being left in command of an in- 
experienced volunteer. The case was 
itoo important to be trifled with. He 
said to General Shafter that he had 
come to get that assignment. Shatter 
replied brusquely, as was his way, 
"Colonel Ludlow, I have no brigade 
to give you." Colonel Ludlow said, 
"Well, General Shafter, I will call 
around tomorrow morning at 9 o'clock 
for an assignment to the First brigade 
of the Second* division of your corps." 
Shafter replied in effect that he was in 
command of the corps and would de- 
cide upon the proper eommaaders for 
his brigades. Not to be baffled, Colonel 
Ludlow said firmly: "General Shafter, 
'I will report here at your headquarters 
'at 9 o'clock tomorrow morning for as- 
signment to the First brigade of the 
Second division of your corps. Good 
morning." The next morning very ear- 
ly an orderly brought an official assign- 
ment from General Shafter to Colonel 
Ludlow to take command of the First 
ibrigade of the Second division. This 
brigade was the one which in the battle 
of El Caney held the Spaniards In the 
trap while Chaffee's brigade and Ca- 
pron's battery hammered them into 
submission. 
Shafter said afterward 


that he was very glad that at the 
critical period of the battle Colonel 
Ludlow was in the very spot selected 
by himself.

This was about two weeks 
ago, and be wrote that be was going 
far away. He did not say where he 
was going. He did say that we would 
probably never bear from him again. 
This was strange, of course, but Leon 
bad the right to go where he liked. I 
cannot believe that be is tbe man who 
shot the president" 


When assured that there was no 


doubt that it was her stepson who had 
attempted to kill tbe president and that 
he had become an anarchist through 
the lectures and teachings of Emma 
Goldman and other leaders, she appear- 
ed to be greatly surprised, 


"I d6 not believe," said Mrs. Crol« 


gosz, "that Leon was smart enough tii 
be interested la these things. He never 
read any iooks on anarchy at home, 
and I do uot believe tbat be could mi- 


them. No one ever thought 
wan quite right in bis miaii. 


He WBv'doiniiuf waa not interested tn 
books. H4 bad « severe illnen about 
three yean ago, and be has never beca 
well since. 


"He worked in tbe Cleveland Boiling 


mill until he was taken sick, and be 
ba« not dane anything since, We mov- 
ed on a farm at Stop 14, on tbe Chagrin 
Falli Iroe, bat there was nothing tbat 
Leon wai fitted to do on tbe farm. My 
husband i*u kind to Leon and never 
forced him to do anything. He was 
not like other boys. If he shot tbe 
president, *e must have been insane. 
He was a timid 007.

It 
is impossible to meet a e.i.~ 'iLe tliat in 
this serrico, but I caa gr.e you a few 
hints for e.'ery, or better, uyy day that 
may be of service So the weary sister. 


First le: me give you a novelty in thp 


shape of a cucumber sauce that will 
keep for weeks and is always a reliable, 
emergency relish: Peel, quarter length- 
wise and scrape out the seeds, then 
grate or put through a meat-grinder, 
and draiu; add to oae quart of this pulp 
two seeded and miuced green peppers, 
one 
tablespoo&ful 
of salt, a grated 


onion, one level sakspoom'ul of cay- 
enne and oae pint of strong vinegar. 
Heat jars (to drive out the air) fill with 
the sauce a ad seal. 


Another tiihij? that it is always wise 


to have on hand is cranberry jelly and 
this is au excellent way to prepare it: 
To one yuatt of berries (the Cape Cod 
berries are always excellent) add one- 
half cupfnfr of water, and cook ten or 
fifteen miuutes in a porcelain Jined or 
granite TOSS&: add then one full pint of 
light brown sugar and cook another ten 
minutes. Pour into tumblers to harden, 
straining or not as preferred. 


Hero is a recipe for that good old 


Pennsylvania dish, scrapple: Simmer a 
pig's head, putting it on in cold water, 
until the flesh drops away from the 
bones; strain and stand away to cool. 
When cold rcjnove the cake of grease 
that has formed on top, and put the 
stock on the stove, seasoning to taste 
with 
peppier, salt 
and 
sage. 
Now 


thicken with fresh corn meal, as for 
mush, and cook slowly for two or three 
hours; pour into pans to harden; slice 
and fry as mush for breakfast or lunch- 
eon. Any meat stock may be made the 
basis fov scrapple, that of beef making 
tlie mush. particularly nutritious.

and a tiny pinch of nutmeg.

ready half a tumblerful of cold water 
or milk and pour it into the saucepan 
Stir over the fire until the whole be 
comes like cream, then gradually dis 
solve in it the remainder of the butter 
taking care to stir it continually and no 
apply too great heat. If the melted but- 
ter shows a tendency to curdle add 
spoonful of cold water and stir quickly 
By adding cream and a dessertspoonfu 
of chopped parsley to this mixture it be- 
comes maitre d'hotel sauce. 
Adding 


two egg yolks converts it into sauct 
blanche. Chopped shrimps, lobster, tar- 
ragon, anchovy, capers, onions or fen- 
nel may be stirred in and the sauce 
takes the name of the ingredient. 


MUSHROOM CATSUP. - 
l*ut a layer of large and freshly gath- 


ered mushrooms at the bottom of a deep 
earthen dish and sprinkle them witf 
salt. 
Then add more mushrooms one 


salt until the desired quantity is used 
and let them stand for two or three 
hours to allow the salt to penetrate the 
mushrooms and make them 
brittle 


Then pound them in a mortar and lei 
them remaift two days, washing them 
well once or twice a day. Thea poui 
them into a stone jar and to each quarl 
add an ounce and a half of whole black 
pepper and half an ounce of allspice. 
Close the jar tightly and set it in 
saucepan of boiling water and cook for 
two hours or more. Remove the jar anc 
pour tha juice clear from the settlings 
through a hair sieve into a clean sauce- 
pan and boil very gently over a slow 
fire for half an hour. 


GBBBN APPLE DESSERT. 


Select half a dozen large apples, core 


and quarter them and place them in a 
saucepan with just water enough to 
cover. , Cook slowly until tender, then 
press them, while hot, through a sieve 
and sweeten the pulp to taste. Beat the 


f yolks of three eggs and stir them into 


the hot apples, which should be re- 
turned to the range for a short time. 
Cool the mixturfe, place it in lemonade 
glasses and serve very cold with whip- 
ped cream and a candied cherry on 
the top of each. Another method is to 
press the mixture into custard cups 
pile the beaten whites of the eggs on 
top, and set the cups in the oven a mo- 
ment to brown. These can be eaten hot 
or cold and with or without 
plain 


cream. 


CORN CREAMS WITH TOMATO 
SAUCE. 


Grate the corn- from the ears and to 


each cupful add the unbeaten whites of 
thtee eggs, one teaspoonful of salt, half 
a teaspooBjful of white pepper, and half 
a cupful of thick cream beaten slightly. 
Mix thoroughly and put into a buttered 
pan which has been dusted thickly with 
chopped parsley.

History? Perish the thought. If it 


r\a necessary that at the close of a suc- 
cessful war each commander be re- 
quired to write a book In defense of 
himself, under penalty of a court of 
Inquiry to learn what reason he had 
for, declining to do so, let us call it 
that, and accept the situation as it is.

Pittsfield wept. To see its own theater 
goers forced to take a train for North 
Adama, where they could go to either 
of two big attractions, 
neither 
of 


which visits Pittsfleld, 
was 
rather 


more than the quiet town could ap- 
preciate. 


And so the Eagle of that city Sat- 


urday night published an editorial, not 
urging somebody in Pittsfleld to get 
up and hustle and build a theater, but 
crying down the theater habit as a 
rank extravagance 
and arrant non- 


sense. This remarkable stand should 
interest the people of Pittsfleld might- 
ily. It is not uninteresting in North 
Adams, when the circumstances nar- 
rated are considered. "A theater isn't 
always the best thing.,' 'says the Eagle 
"to help a city or town along the road 
of progress. 
There is a question of 


economy in connection with the sup- 
port of the theaters in any city or 
town, and also as to the motive which 
prompts the people to attend them. A 
surfeit of playhouses and opportuni- 
ties to spend money, is not desirable 
when the outlay is not for the pur;ose 
of improving the public mind." 


And the Eagle adds: "If North Ad- 


ams supports two theaters in first 
class shape, her people are spending 
too much money for frivolity and down 
this way we have a more exalted idea 
of the temper of the people in North 
Adams by believing that they are too 
sensible to spend all their spare time 
and money going to shows." 


Apparently the Eagle would have its 


readers busy themselves in "Improv- 
ing their rare opportunities to see areal 
theater. 
Mayhap the Eascle 
thinks 


that in reading the Eagle they are 
doing so! 


Then this interesting editorial closes 


with this statement: "What cities like 
Pittsfield and North Adams want, is 
not more theaters, but 
institutions 


after the plan of Cooper Institute in 
New York, where for a nominal sum 
the people are able not only 1.0 secure 
amusement, but to improve themselves 
intellectually at the same time." 


Who would have the courage to pro- 


vide the people in Pittsfield a theater 
after such an utterance. By all means 
let Pittsfield have a Cooper institute, 
and when -it is built, run special trains 
every night from North Adams, that 
we may have 
opportunity to "im- 


prove our minds" in such innocuous 
ways, rather than by attending such 
degrading, non-sensical, 
undesirable 


and altogether' frivolous productions 
as those of "The old homestead" and 
"York state folks." 


According to the city almoner's opin- 


ion, we have "nummage-saled" charity 
out of existence. But does charity al- 
, \ 
ways deal in second-hand goods?

cal attractions to go to this week re- 
minds one of the ancient 
refrain, 


"Which shall it be, which shall it be."

This doesn't look quite so large when 
it is said that the actual financial re- 
quirements of the trust, which include 
dividends at the rate of seven per cent 
on the preferred and four per cent on 
the common stock, together with the 
interest on the bonds, are $71,021,907 for 
a full year. So far this year it can be 
• 
seen the company has earned within 
$16,000,000 
of this required amount, 


which is likely to leave a pretty good 
balance over at the end of the year.

DISCORDANT MARTIAL MUSIC 


FROM MUSICIANS' UNIONS 


trouble Between the Unions of This 


City and Alleged Union in Adams 


To Go To Convention 


There Is "music In the air" Just at 


present, caused by the musicians of 
this city and Adams. The first strains 
of the martial melody were heard just 
before the big- field day in Pittsfleld 
Labor day, when the Central Labor 
union of Adams engaged the Germania 
band to furnish music and act as their 
escort in the parade at Pittsfleld. The 
local musicians' union protested on the 
grounds that Germania band was non- 
union and the protest was valid. How 
ever the band men of Adams at the 
eleventh hour expressed a desire to 
adjust matters and with the under- 
standing that the Adams musicians 
would join later, a compromise was, 
made whereby the band was allowed 
to parade and secure its fee. 


Labor day has gone and still all of 


the Adams musicians with the ex- 
ception of three men, who have be- 
'longed to the local union for several 
months past, are still non-union men. 
Instead of fulfilling their promise to 
join the local union, the Adams men 
wrote to headquarters and applied for 
a charter of their own. This they re- 
ported they had obtained through the 
Central Labor union of Adams, and It 
was further claimed^ C. L. U. officer 
of Adams had organized the Adams 
musicians and accepted 4Their officers. 


The whole fight is the result of a 


charter which the American Federa- 
tion of Music granted the ttiusiclans' 
union of this city. It provides that the 
local union has jurisdiction within a 
radius of 15 miles and so Adams musi- 
cians must either join the local union 
or receive a permit from the local 
union for a charter. 


The Adams men claim that the ini- 


tiation fee of $5, which is necessary to 
join here, is exhorbitant and'that any- 
way Adams ought to, have a musicians' 
union of its own. Backed by the 'C. L. 
U. of Adams the musicans of that town 
have held out and the final outcome is 
in doubt. 
- At Sunday evening's meeting in this 
city the !r>cal union discussed the Ad- 
ams situation in all its bearings. The 
local union has f*:eived notice from 
the American Federation of music and 
from the Federation of Labor that this

HANDWRITING EXPERTS, 


9ae of Them Explain* HOTV TIieT D" 


Their Work. 


It would seem from the frequent ap 


pearance of handwriting experts in the 
courts and the charges they make foi 
their services that there must be some 
thing occult about the science of chirog 
raphy and that the ways of the hand 
writing expert must be queer 'and devi 
ons. To hear one of these men explain 
his science, however, it all appears^ excep- 
tionally simple. One of the best known 
of these experts a few days ago explained 
his plan of work in this wise: 


"When a writing of unidentified au- 


thorship is submitted to me, I aim to de- 
termine the dissimilarities it exhibits from 
a conventional standard. Every person 
writes with a certain general movement, 
these movements being classified under 
the heads of forearm movements, wrist 
movements and finger movements. The 
trained eye can see at a glance according 
to what general system the writing is 
penned. 


"This nnonymons writing we call the 


'suspect.' The susp^g.1- is now carefully 
analyzed. Krery letter in every word is 
dissected, and each departure from the 
standard is noted. These dissimilarities, 
taken in full, will be invarably found to 
be ch'aracteristic^of the writer. In spite 
of himself they will appear to a greater 
or leas extent in everything that he writes. 


"Having thus analyzed the suspect, I 


take up the specimens of known author- 
ship and regarded as being very likely of 
identical authorship with the suspect. 
These specimens we call the exemplars. 
They are analyzed and dissected, just as 
in the case of the suspects. It will be 
very easy in most cases to say that cer- 
tain of the exemplars could not have been 
penned by the author of the suspect,- and 
after more careful examination it will be 
possible to say with accuracy whether the 
suspect was written by the writer of one 
of the exemplars, and if so, which oae. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


difficulty is generally not greatly increas- 
ed. A person simply cannot avoid betray- 
ing himself in his penmanship, nod al- 
though he may successfully disguise a 
few letters, in the main the natural dis"- 
similarities from the accepted standard 
will be evident and unmistakable. 


"In cases of disguised handwriting the 


expert must first determine the' method of 
the disguise so as to know what are the 
real and what the unreal features of the 
person's regular handwriting which are 
here displayed. 
Having determined the 


method the rest is easy, for an adjust- 
ment can be made in every case, "just as j 
the surveyor allows in his calculations 
for abnormal influences upon Ms com- 
pass." — New York Times.

A good direr may occasionally lose his 


balance when taking a high dive, but be- 
ing generally cool beaded he can regain it 
or at *ny rate sufficiently so to prevent 
injury to himself, for if he came from a 
great height flat on to his stomach be 
would, we are told, be torn, open, most 
probably with fatal results. While this 
presumably is anatomically possible, it is 
doubtful whether there is any actual case 
on record among medical and diving au- 
thorities. 


Divers sometimes go deaf through, not 


sufficiently protecting the face and head. 
Many find it difficult to drop the head 
sufficiently to get it well between the 
arms; the result is they get some tremen- 
dous blows on the head, and if the water 
is struck sideways the ear gets most of 
the concussion, and the result will not im- 
probably be a rupture of the membrane 
of the tympanum. 
A little medicated 


wool, dipped in oil and placed in the ears, 
is said to be a preventive to such an acci- 
dent, but it ia Disregarded- by most ex- 
perts. 


In diving yon mnst hare perfect control 


over yourself or you will get nervous and 
lose your head. Confidence and the prop- 
er amount of practice will make each suc- 
cessive part of the dive more or less 
mechanical. The tension experienced by 
some divers is over when, they spring, 
with others not until they enter the wa- 
ter. But this is chiefly a matter of tem- 
perament, for others feel no tension What 
ever and" appreciate each part, the filling 
of the lungs with air, the spring, the f.ill 
ing through space and the entering ami 
cleaving of the water.

is that of coming over on one's bnck 
Divers often get the backs of their l»«r- 
fearfully bruised by neglecting to kon] 
them quite straight and allowing them to 
bend backward from the knees. 


William Henry, secretary of the Enfc 


lish Life Saving Society, says: "Accord 
ing to the rules of the Life Saving socie- 
ty, framed for the purpose of the national 
graceful diving competition, a dive is do- 
fined ta follows: A leap in made into the 
air, the body is then straightened almost 
horizontally, the arms are turned at once 
toward the water and the legs thrown np 
for the downward drop. On entering the 
water the arms must be extended in ad- 
vance of the head, the forefingers must 
be in contact and the palms of the hands 
held downward. The thighs and the legs 
from the hips to the great toes must he 
kept close together and the feet turned 
back. No dive is counted in which the 
competitor when entering the water 
turns on his back."

The half of the street railway story 


for northern Berkshire has hardly been 
told yet. The extensions petitioned for 
are not the only ones likely to be built 
n-ixt year. The company is already 
planning to build the proposed exten- 
sion to Clarksburg, and this- will be 
extended to Stamford. The Williams- 
town line will be rebuilt with the same 
modern equipment to be provided for 
the new Adams line, and there are 
plans for an extension at Williams- 
town to the Sand Springs. Other Wil- 
liamstown extensions are hinted at. 


In this city a terminal at the depot 


is to be provided and some of the lines 
from out of town will run to that 
point. 


In the matter of an extension down 


Church street a member of tne com- 
pany says the road officials will do 
just what the people want. If there 
is opposition to Churcjb. street another 
route will be offered and two substi- 
tutes are already 
being considered. 


They provide for reaching 
Ashland 


street below Chestnut, one very near 
that street and the other near the 
railroad culvert near the Gary home- 
stead. 


The proposition to extend 
Ashfand 


street through to Main street is an at- 
tractive one and acceptable to 
the 


HoosacYvalley company; but the ex- 
pense vould be so great that the com- 
pany could do nothing in the matter. 
The city could not afford to undertake 
it, desirable as the result would be, 
and those who would push that plan 
will find their only hope in the possi- 
bility «f undertaking1 the work through 
the organization of a big syndicate. 


The Hoosac Valley company need 


not even build its new line on the east 
side of Ihe valley. It could double 
track Stave street and so have a mod- 
ern lice with heavy rails and gool 
roadbed vhjle the only'line was boiuj? 
taken up and rebuilt. But this would 
not piwe the benefit to North Adams 
or Adams that'the proposed line would 
It would not result in a large increase 
of valuations* It would not open up a 
new section for home builders. 
It 


would not give a 'street car line to the 
new cemeteries, for which there is 
great calL 


All these things wilj be brought out 


at the public hearing which the council 
will have to give before any action can 
be taken. At this hearing the whole 
people will have a chance to be heard 
and the matter will be fully discussed. 


There has been talk of'bringing the 


Berkshire company Into northern Berk 
shire, and there has also been talk of 
a consolidation between the Berkshire, 
and Hoosac Valley companies. Neither 
of these things are at all probable. But 
two companies will run their cars 
over each other's tracks. 
Th'e Berk- 


shire company will probably run their 
cars to North Adams , and tKe Hoosac 
Valley company will run 
cars 
to 


Pittsfield. This is practically assured, 
and should put a quietus on any effort 
to bring the Berkshire company into 
Adams by another route; any such ef- 
fort is bound to meet with failure. 


One probable result of all these ex- 


tensions that has not been commented 
upon veryonuch will be of particular 
interest. This is in the line of provid- 
ing North Adams with parks and out- 
ing places. The line to Kemp park will 
rrake that delightful spot available to 
the people, and the park is rich in pos- 
sibilities for the future. 


Another plan the company has in 


Ynind is to develop a large lake on the 
proposed Stamford Une. It will be re- 
membered that some time ago the Tran 
script reported that the land about the 
Clarksburg reservoir was being bought 
up. The owners are now in a position 
to greatly increase the size of the lake 
by the construction of a big dam.,This 
is to be done, and when a park has 
been laid tmt on it shores, boathouses 
have been built and other attractions 
.of a modern lake resort provided it 
will be the equal of any outing place 
In Berkshire 
county. This Is one of 


the things North Adams has always 
needed, and it will add greatly to the 
enjoyment of summer life here for the 
whole community, rich as well as 
poof.
